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Another High 


School Vigil 


After Death of Gary White

Devastated and emotionally 
drained — both students and 
faculty at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School are in a state of 
shock following the events of 
March, 1996. Memories of 
two candlelight vigils spon- 
sored by Students Against 
Violence have left an indelible 
imprint. The first, in memory 
of Roosevelt student Julie 
Ferguson, murdered a year 
ago, was held on March 20; 
the other, five days later, was 
for Gary White, Jr., killed on 
March 23. These wrenching 
occasions followed the day- 
elong, intense White House 
Conference on Youth, Drug 
Use, and Violence, where 
President Bill Clinton ad- 
dressed some 2,000 students 
in a packed gymnasium. 

Gary, an outgoing junior at 
Roosevelt, an ROTC cadet and 
captain of the Junior ROTC 
Drill Team, was fatally 
stabbed near his home in 
Landover (see separate story). 
Julie, a popular senior, was 
abducted from Greenway Cen- 
ter and found murdered. The 
case has not been solved.

Vigil for Gary 

Students attending school 
on Monday, the day of Gary’s 
funeral, were asked not to 
wear black or dark clothing.- 
The funeral was referred to by 
some as “Gary’s homecoming” 
because “he left and is com- 
ing home to heaven.” 

Visibly shaken and in a 
halting voice, Gary’s mother, 
Michelle White, told the hun- 
dreds of students holding 
flickering candles, “I pray that 
his life will not have been in 
vain. No matter what the 
situation is, you have a choice 
to do the right thing. Violence 
must be stopped.” 

Gary’s father, Gary White, 
Sr., moved everyone with the 
words, “This should be our 
last vigil. . We should not 
have to come back.” He 
added, “The good kids and 
caring parents are here.” 

Several students were so 
overcome by emotion that 
they were taken to local hos-

A distraught Mayor 


_Antoinette Bram recalled that 


just a few days earlier at the 
vigil for Julie Ferguson, she 
told those assembled that “I 
do not want to come back 
again. . .and here I am today. 
I don’t know what to say.” 

She told this reporter, “We 
were touched by the crowd’s 
empathy. .. .when ROTC ca- 
det Michael Boyd held up the 
blood-stained armband that 
Gary was wearing when he 
was stabbed, a crescendo of 
emotion washed over us. We 
could not hold the tears back, 
they were shed by everyone, 
including Councilmembers 
Judith Davis and Ed Putens, 
School Board member 
Suzanne Plogman and Police 
Chief James Craze.” 

His voice breaking, Boyd 
sobbed, “I lost my best 
friend. Gary always put oth- 
ers first. He was protecting 
his brother.” 

A popular student, Gary 
was intent on joining the Ma- 
rines and later becoming a 
police officer. He had just 
Started a mentoring group for 
children living in his neigh- 
borhood to keep them from 
going on the wrong path. 

The vigil was “very mov- 
ing in terms of spirit and 
love,” said U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno, who read 
a letter from President Bill 
Clinton. She then observed, 
“Gary must have been a won- 
derful young man for so 
many of you to be here to re- 
member him with such an 
outpouring of love and torrent 
of tears. . . . There are so 
many good kids. They want 
to know there is a future.” 

In her remarks Plogman 
noted, “Because the figures 
for violent juvenile crimes are 
increasing at an alarming rate, 
it makes our jobs as educa- 
tors, parents, students, clergy, 
and mentors even that much 
harder. We must reach all 
children early in life and keep 
them from becoming the next 
decade’s hardened criminals. 
Where families have failed, 
we must pick up the pieces. 
Otherwise the statistics will 
grow even higher, all of us 
will continue to be potential 
victims, and we will lose an- 
other generation.” 

Students Against Violence 

To address the problem, 
Roosevelt’s Students Against 
Violence, at the end of the 
1993-1994 school year in re- 
sponse to increased concern 
about violence and student 
safety, was formed. About 50 
members of the group meet 
weekly to discuss ways of re- 
ducing conflict. They have 
appealed for everyone to 
work together as a community 
to take back the streets and

| The press report noted that 

} Riccardo DeWayne Walker, | 

| age 15, of the 3300 block of 
Dodge Park Road was charged 

| as an adult with one count of 
first degree murder. He was 
held at the Prince George’s 
County Department of Correc- 
tions under no bond. 

On April 1 a bond hearing 
was held in the District Court. 
Assistant State’s Attorney John 
Maloney told the News Re- 
view that Walker was denied 
release on bond and was sent 
to the Prince George’s County 
Detention Center in Upper 
Marlboro. 

The next stage involves a 
hearing before the Grand Jury, 

} which will decide whether 

Walker should be indicted. If 
an indictment is handed down 
the case will go to trial in the | 

| Circuit Court. |

return peace to the city neigh- 
borhoods. 

In a conversation with this 
reporter, Roosevelt’s peer me- 
diation coordinator Sharon 
Lewis praised members of the 
organization who, she said, 
“worked tirelessly to prepare 
for the vigils, for peace week 
walks. ... They planted a 
peace tree in front of the 
school and students are asked 
to make a written commitment 
(to promote) acts of peace.” 

Lewis explained, “We talk 
about fighting, keeping faith, 
about not needing to solve 
things with violence. . . . It’s 
words, not weapons.” She 
noted that the students who 
are the strongest are those 
who feel connected, who be- 
long to a club — ROTC, 
track, church. With this sense 
of belonging, young people 
get support from their peer 


groups and learn that “by 


walking away they don’t. lose 
face.”

More and Less Traffic Lanes 
Proposed for City Streets

Later this spring workers will 
begin carving a third left turn 
lane from the Hanover Parkway 
median strip at the south of its 
intersection with Greenbelt Road 
(opposite the gas station). The 
250 feet nearest the intersection 
will be used to stack traffic wait- 
ing to turn onto Greenbelt Road, 
the remaining 250 feet will pro- 
vide a dedicated lane for ve- 
hicles waiting to turn left into 
Greenway Center. Construction 
is expected to start early this 
summer and last approximately 
eight weeks. 

The additional lane, according 
to Director of Planning and 
Community Development Celia 
Wilson, will allow 20 more cars 
through the intersection per cycle 
and allow the green light given 
to Hanover Parkway traffic to be 
shortened. One trade off is that 
left turns onto Hanover from 
Greenway Center (behind 
Safeway) will no longér be per- 
mitted. 

At the March 25 regular city 
council meeting, Wilson showed 
a short video of current traffic 
conditions at the intersection 
demonstrating a “Top 10” list of 
dangerous movements, both legal 
and otherwise. All ten, includ- 
ing two cars turning left directly 
in front of a tractor trailer, were 
captured in less than 20 minutes 
of filming, she said. 

After that video, only 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
voted against the construction 
project. Roberts feared that 
blocking left turns out of 
Greenway would cause traffic 
problems within the shopping 
center. Councilmembers Thomas 
White and Edward Putens argued 
that the improvements to 
Greenbelt Road had significantky 
improved traffic flow within the 
center. 

Keeping the left would be 
dangerous, according to Wilson 
as anyone going toward 
Greenbriar would have to first 
cross the three southbound lanes 
and two northbound left turn 
lanes, to get to their lane. Traf- 
fic wanting to go east on 
Greenbelt Road would have to 
cross six lanes total in order to 
get to the right turn lane. 
These movements would be dan- 
gerous and would likely obstruct 
northbound traffic. In addition,

eight feet wide, it would no 
longer offer waiting cars a “ref- 
uge.” Motorists will still be 
able to turn right onto Hanover, 
then make a U turn at either the 
next Commerce Center entrance 
or Ora Glen Drive. Wilson did 
not feel that this would signifi- 
cantly disrupt traffic. | 

The Greenbelt East communi- 
ties supported the plan, accord- 
ing to Wilson, except for 
Greenbriar, which objected to the 
loss of the left turn out of 
Greenway. The costs will be 
covered by funds from the devel- 
opers of English Country Manor 
being constructed further down 
Hanover Parkway. 


Cherrywood Lane 

The Advisory Planning Board 
has recommended the 
reconfiguration of Cherrywood 
Lane as a two lane road with bi- 
cycle lanes and a median strip, 
The recommendation flowed 
from a Bicycle Task Force rec- 
ommendation that bicycle lanes 
be constructed along the entire 
length of Cherrywood. 

The board took the opportu- 
nity to. expand the scope of their 
review to address concerns about 
the capacity, safety and aesthet- 
ics of the road. : 

Council will consider the rec- 
ommendation at the May 13 
regular meeting. 


Car Alarms 

Councilmembers have re- 
ceived complaints about cars 
alarms that sound for prolonged 
periods, sometimes for days. 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
noted that it may be possible to 
cite the owner if the city modi- 
fied its noise ordinance, but he 
strongly urged council not to 
have any city worker attempt to 
disable the device, since the city 
could be liable for any damage 
to the vehicle. The 
councilmembers were disturbed 
at the lack of a workable solu- 
tion (since citing the ownér dods 
nothing to quiet the din) but,no 
other solution was suggested. ~~.

Tax Info for Troops 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said legis- 
lation designating the U.S. 
troop deployment area in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
Croatia and Macedonia as a 
combat zone will affect the 
Maryland income tax situation 
of military personnel serving 
in the combat zone. 

The President’s signature 
on H.R. 2778 concerning Op- 
eration Joint Endeavor means 
that income earned by enlisted 
grade, regular warrant and 
commissioned warrant person- 
nel after November 21, is ex- 
empt from Maryland income 
tax for any month or part of a 
month they are serving in the 
hazardous duty area under 
military orders,” Goldstein 
said. Commissioned officers’ 
income is exempt up to the 


maximum amount applicable 


to enlisted personnel. 

Maryland income taxpayers 
deployed in Operation Joint 
Endeavor also have up to 
eight months beyond the fil- 
ing deadline to file their 1995 
Maryland income tax return. 
The returns would be due by 
December 15, 1996. 

The extension benefit also 
applies to spouses who file 
joint returns with affected 
members. of the military and 
to National Guard and reserve 
forces assigned to Operation 
Joint Endeavor. 

The same extension also 
applies to federal income tax 
returns. 

The comptroller said af- 
fected military taxpayers 
should write “Operation Joint 
Endeavor” at the top of their 
Maryland and federal tax re- 
turns.

Striving to Make Violence 
The Exception, Not the Norm

- €: J. Brown, Julie Ferguson, 
Gary White, Jr., hundreds 
more. All victims of senseless 
violence that pervades our so- 
ciety leaving few homes 
unravaged by its deadly grasp. 
Students Against Violence 
(SAV) at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) seeks not 
only to remember victims of 
violence but also to eradicate 
the plague that claimed their 
lives. 

SAV was formed near the 
end of the 1993-1994 school 
year in response to the shoot- 
ing death of C. J. Brown a 
block from ERHS., Since then, 
we have striven for peace, not 
only in our school, but in our 
community. One result of this 
was the hiring of a Peer Me- 
diation Coordinator, Sharon 
Lewis, for Eleanor Roosevelt. 
One year after she was hired, 
the Prince George’s County 
school system has implemented 
peer mediation at every high 
school and many middle and 
elementary schools. SAV also 
coordinates an annual Peace 
Week at ERHS the week be- 
fore winter break with the goal 
in mind to promote peace and 
get the students to think about 
how they can make the world 
a more peaceful place for ev- 
eryone. They do this by writ- 
ing down one peaceful act they 
will do that week. These 
pledges are then collected and 
hung on a Peace Tree in the 
front lobby of the school.: As 
a memorial to all victims of 
violence, a Peace Garden has 
been established at the 
Hanover Parkway entrance to 
the school. In addition, SAV 
has sponsored poster and essay 
contests, sells Students Against 
Violence T-Shirts, and plans 
and organizes the candlelight 
vigils that have become all too 
common recently. 

All of these events and vig- 
ils raise awareness and get the 
message to people that vio- 
lence is unacceptable while 
peace is attainable. However, 
solutions and alternatives to 
violence need to be found to 
actually reduce the number of 
victims that fall prey to vio- 
lence. SAV is a firm believer 
that the solutions to violence 
cannot be found in the electric 
chair, but rather in the high 
chair. Putting violent offend- 
ers in jail does nothing but 
perpetuate a bad system that 
takes in criminals, and more 
often then not, gives criminals 
back to society. In fact about 
80% of today’s inmates have 
been reincarcerated at least 
once. Education, therefore, is 


the key. And we have to start . 


young. Children need to realize 
at kindergarten age that vio- 
lence, be it verbal or physical, 
is not a valid response to any 
conflict. Peaceful alternatives 
to violence such as peer me- 
diation, need to be stressed 
and taught at every grade level. 
By the time children reach 
high school, it is usually too 
late to change their points of 
view on how to solve prob- 
lems. 

Parents, too, need to be sup- 
portive of their children, and 
stop preaching the “Stand up 
for yourself, and hit back” 
doctrine. Most of all parents 
need to set an example for 


their children by not hitting 
them, and teaching them that 
it’s all right to back down 
from a fight. Getting punched 
in the mouth, or worse, is defi- 
nitely not a practical way to 
save face. Fighting doésn’t 
solve anything either. You 
may fight someone until you’re 
both black and blue, but what- 
ever the problem was, it’s still 
there, and you’ve done nothing 
except aggravate both parties 


- and inflicted a lot of pain on 


each other. 

By taking the time to talk 
the situation out, be it through 
peer mediation, or just discuss- 
ing the problem, a solution can 
usually be found, and both par- 
ties can go about their business 
with their bodies more or less 
intact. At the very least, walk- 
ing away doesn’t solve the 
problem, but does allow time 
for tveryone to cool down to a 
point where everyone is think- 
ing rationally again. While 
these may sound like fairy tale 
solutions to real world prob- 
lems, I have been pleasantly 
surprised by the results I’ve 
seen as a peer mediator. 

Seeing violence everyday, be 
it on the news, or actually in 
my life angers me. I’m upset 
to the point of sometimes be- 
ing enraged when I turn the 
TV on, or talk to a friend and 
learn that someone else has 
fallen victim to violence. I 
feel horrified that the world 
has lost another of its most 
precious resources. The. pic- 
tures of people lying’ on the 
street bring tears to my eyes. 
These people were people, just 
like you and me. They had 
dreams and aspirations. They 
had family. They had friends. 
They had hope. 

Too often these dreams and 
aspirations of many are cut 
short by the inhuman, heinous 
acts of a few. Seeing these 
pictures also gives me a sense 
of determination, the drive to 
go out and make a difference 
so that the top story on the

news is about young people 
living instead of young people 
dying. Violence needs to be 
made the exception, not the 
norm. While it’s discouraging 
and distressing to have two. 
vigils in two weeks, it is en- 
couraging to see the support of 
the Mayor, the City Council, 
the police department, other 
city officials and the hundreds 
of community members attend- 
ing those events, participating 
m> peace “walks: and helding 
candles to show that they 
won't stand for violence, that 
they won’t sit back and allow 
violence to win. We have the 
upper hand and it’s up to us to 
make sure that the cards fall 
on the side for peace, and as 
President Clinton said during 
his visit to Eleanor Roosevelt, 
“We’ll be OK if we all choose 
life.”

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Tour Historic 
Sites by Bike 


Bicycling to England may 
sound crazy, but the Greenbelt 
Bicycle Coalition (GBC) knows 
the way - right through Prince 
George’s County. The GBC 1s 
sponsoring a series of rides this 
spring and summer that will 
take area bicyclists to the 16 
historical sites that are partici- 
pating in a contest marking 
Prince George’s County 
Tricentennial. The grand prize 
for the contest, sponsored by 
the. Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
is a trip to England. To qualify 
for the grand prize drawing, 
contestants must visit each site 
and have their. “passport” 
stamped to document their visit. 

“When we saw the list of 
Sites, we realized that they pro- 
vided ideal destination points 
for a bicycle tour of Prince 
George’s County,” said Steven 
Harper, chairman of the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition. 
“Greenbelt’s central location 
makes it a good. starting point 
for biking to. the 16. historical 
sites included in the. contest,” 
added Harper. “Early in the 
spring, we will ride to the 
closer sites and build up our 
endurance. . Then later in the 
season, we will be prepared for 
the rides to the more distant 
sites in the southern part of the 
county.”

Former Greenbelt City 
Treasurer, Mabel L. Kandler, 
died on March 30 in Rich- 
mond, ‘Va. after a long illness. 
She was born in July, 1909 in 
Fauquier County. She is sur- 
vived by her sister, Louise E: 


Blanton of Richmond and four 


nieces, two nephews, six great 
nephews and one great niece. 
Funeral services were held on 
Wednesday, April 3 in Arling- 
ton. 

Mrs. K&andler began her ca- 
reer with the city on October 
IS,-1942 when she was ap- 
pointed ‘accountant. In March 
1944, she became city trea- 
surer and«served in that ca- 
pacity until she retired in De- 
cember, 1972 after 30 years 
of service. In 1964, Mrs 
Kandler was recognized by 
the Municipal Finance Offic- 
ers: Association for the city’s 
annual report, which was 
awarded a certificate of con- 
formance. It was only the 
fifth such award made to a 
Maryland governmental juris- 
diction and the 201st awarded 
within the United States and 
Canada. 

At the time of her retire- 
ment, Mrs. Kandler was hon- 
ored with a testimonial dinner 
by officials and residents of 
the city.

“Little Murders” Is Funny

What if Ozzie and Harriet 
were suddenly transported into a 
big city apartment in 1995? 
What if Donna Reed had to deal 
with daily gunshots. outside her 
window and her daughter’s rather 
untraditional wedding?

The temperatures continue to 
be cooler than they should be. 
This affects the plants and gar- 
den plans. Some of the spring 
flowers seem to be slow to come 
in to bloom. The daffodils so 
far this year have not put forth 
their usual display. 

The first vegetable garden of 
the year can be planted anytime 
during the next couple weeks, 
whenever the soil is workable. 
There are a number of veg- 
etables that do well in cool 
weather including: broccoli, spin- 
ach, peas, radish, lettuce, and 
leafy greens such as kale and 
collards. 

Because the weather has 
stayed cool so long, the season 
for cool vegetables may be 
shorter than usual. Bear this in 
mind and consider fast growing 
varieties. 

The key factor in deciding 
when to plant is when the soil is 
workable. As a rule soil too 
wet, dry or frozen should not be 
worked. The old fashioned 
method to tell if the soil is dry 
enough is to gather a lump of

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Leta Mach: Portrait 
Of a Renaissance Woman

Spring is here - time once 
more for those idyllic walks 
down the avenues of fair 
Greenbelt. And if you just 
happen to stroll down Peri- 
winkle Court, you may be for- 
tunate enough to exchange a 
greeting with the extraordinary 
Leta Mach.

Those of us who live or 
have lived in a Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) home know 
only too well the importance of 
her work. However, Greenbelt 
residents may also be ac- 
quainted with Mach’s talents 
from when she served as an In- 
formation Specialist for GHI 
between 1981 and 1987. As 
Information Specialist, Mach 
was responsible for conducting 
research and providing. informa- 
tion about the housing coopera- 
tive as. well. as the news media 
and government agencies. 

Work in Education 

But Mach was entrenched in 
the Greenbelt community spirit 
long before any professional in- 
volvement. As early as 1976, 
Mach was involved in the 
Greenbelt Co-op Nursery 
School, Inc. Later on, this 
proactive parent served as edi- 
tor of the Maryland Council of 
Parent Participation Nursery 
School’s newsletter.

You can support children in 
school or support them in jail.” 
And in Her Spare Time? 

So you might ask what does 
a Renaissance Woman do in her 
spare time? She might serve as 
docent of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, alternate between public- 
ity chair and vice-president of 
the Greenbelt Labor Day Festi- 
val Committee, chair the GHI 
Audit Committee, and co-author 
books such as “Greenbelt: His- 
tory of a New Town” and “Go- 
ing Places in Washington with 
Children.”

Quality in County Schools 
Lauded by Councilwoman

(Editor’s Note: the follow- 
ing is excerpted from a longer 
article by County Council- 
woman Audrey E. Scott about 
quality in the county schools.) 

On March 20 I participated 
in the candlelight vigil for 
Julie Ferguson, organized by 
the “Students Against Vio- 
lence” at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. This is a vol- 
unteer group that recognized 
the need to increase aware- 
ness of the consequences of 
violence among all age 
groups, but especially school 
age children. The ceremony 
commemorating the anniver- 
sary of Julie’s brutal and un- 
timely death was dignified 
and inspirational. It included 
an original song, poems, and 
rededication of a peace garden 
on the school grounds. The 
students have organized a pe- 
tition drive to have the park 
on Daisy Lane, where Julie’s 
body was found, named in her 
honor. These students are 
turning grief and horror into 
action for positive change. 

On March 23 I attended the 
Edward M. Felegy Annual 
Kennedy Center Concert at 
the Kennedy Center Concert 
Hall in Washington, D.C. fea- 
turing the All-County Senior 
Youth Orchestra, under the 
leadership of Raymond 
Danner, the Combined EIl- 
ementary School Honors Cho- 
ruses, the Middle School Hon- 
ors Chorus, and the High 
School. Honors Chorus, under 
the leadership of Joseph Rich- 
ter and Virginia Sims. 

The students participating 
in this music enrichment pro- 
gram were selected from all 
120 Prince George’s County 
schools on the basis of talent 
in competitive try-outs. “After 
months of hard work, long re- 
hearsals, and total commit- 
ment, the culminating result 
was an extraordinary display 
of professional level entertain- 


ment that took my breath 
away and left me emotionally 
drained. It was difficult to 
remember, as the music 
reached crescendo levels, that 
the 115 piece orchestra was 
made up of high school stu- 
dents. First violinist Bonnie 
Park, from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, was spellbinding 
and set the pace for a 
virtuosic performance that 
made no concessions to age 
Or experience. The pieces 
were difficult and complex: 
Dvorak, Goldmark, and 
Borodin. 

The choruses that followed 
were equally difficult, but 
thoroughly accomplished, 
Each choir had over 100 
members and sang at least 
four selections. The enormity 
of the logistics and the dedi- 
cation of the teachers became 
obvious at the finale when all 
three choruses sang together 
and concluded with a rousing, 
spontaneous ovation by the 
students for the teachers.

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Faculty Members Tout New 
Technologies Used in Schools

On March 27, the Greenbelt 
Advisory Committee on Edu- 
cation (ACE) sponsored a citi- 
zens’ forum on technology in 
the schools which took place 
in a former school classroom 
with a limited number of elec- 
trical outlets. Extension lines 
stretched from outlets in the 
Community Center’s Multi- 
Purpose Room in order to al- 
low all of the school represen- 
tatives present to show off 
their new technology. Old- 
fashioned presentation boards 
were combined with video 
tapes and computer programs 
to show visitors how technol- 
ogy is being used in several of 
the local schools. 

Principal Carolyn Goff of 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
alluded to the building’s tech- 
nological limitations, saying 
that not long ago Greenbelt el- 
ementary students attended a 
scHool with “dark hallways 
and rotary dial phones.” Now, 
she said, students attend a 
“state-of-the-art” school which 
has spent most of its recent 
funds on acquiring new tech- 
nology. Said Goff, “Even our 
building supervisor had to take 
computer classes because all 
of our heating and air-condi- 
tioning is on computer.” 

“It is quite a different world 
out there in the classroom,” 
noted Leta Mach, chair of 
ACE. Many of the speakers 
clearly felt that their own gen- 
eration was dealing with future 
shack. 

,Qne such speaker was 
Kristen Pfletz, Community In- 
structional Specialist of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Community 
of Schools. When she was in 
college, she said, her.college 
owned a sifigle computer 
which took up an entire base- 
ment. Now she visits 
Greenbelt Elementary School, 
where the classroom lights go 
out if the sensors don’t regis- 
ter any movement and where 
the fire alarm talks to stu- 
dents. Pfletz said that she had 
a hard time understanding the 
drawing program which the 
kindergarten students are us- 
ing. 

Other speakers noted that 
the present generation is ac- 
customed to using technology. 
Said Susan Riffe, Science Co- 
ordinator at Springhill Lake 
Elementary School, .““Technol- 
ogy is what the children are 
attuned to, and the TV and 
what’s on that TV is part of 
it.” 

Nancy Scott, Computer Co- 
ordinator at Springhill Lake, 
agreed, saying, “Of course, 
you know children really pay 
attention to. the television— 
they’re used to that.” 

Terry Dolan of Magnolia 
Elementary Schoo! demon- 
strated in an anecdote how 
well adjusted today’s children 
are to technology. She told of 
a young Japanese student in 
the school’s English as a Sec- 
ond Language program who 
can barely speak English. 
When shown a new computer 
program, the girl promptly 
said, “I got demo”—meaning 
that she had the demonstration 
program at home. 

The program allowed the 
audience glimpses into the 
way that technology has en- 
tered the classroom. | In the 


words of Kristen Pfletz, 
“(Eleanor] Roosevelt believes 
that the keyboard is the ramp 
to the information highway.” 
The high school has set up its 
own home page on the World 
Wide Web (the address is http:/ 
/www.inform.umd.edu:8080/ersh/). 
Leta Mach told of attending 
the March 7 White House 
Leadership Conference at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, where President Bill 


Clinton declared that “the 


technological revolution can be 
the most democratic opportu- 
nity for the future.” By the 
end of the school day, she 
said, the student newspaper 
had already produced an edi- 
tion telling of the conference. 

Representatives also spoke 
from Oakcrest Elementary 
School and Greenbelt 
Children’s Center. Several 
scheduled speakers were ab- 
sent because they were attend- 
ing the vigil at ERHS for slain 
student Gary White, Jr. Mack 
noted that one way in which 
to avoid such tragedies in the 
future is to offer students al- 
ternatives to violence. New 
technology, she said, may be 
one such alternative.

The Greenbelt Museum at 
10-B Crescent Road is about 
to receive a spring gift of 
azaleas and native 
groundcovers, Scott Rhine, 
Chair of the Environmental 
Project Committee of the 
Greenbelt Rotary Club has en- 
gaged the services of the 
Boxlee plant nursery of Glenn 
Dale to plant a few Glenn 
Dale azaleas at the museum. 

Glenn Dale azaleas were 
developed at about the same 
time as the original Greenbelt 
was under construction some 
60 years ago. Today there are 
over 450 varieties. No longer 
as popular as they once were, 
the Boxlee nursery is special- 
izing in these azaleas to keep 
the name alive. 

The Glenn Dale azalea was 
developed here -in Prince 
George’s County by B. Y. 
Morrison, former head of the 
Division of Plant Exploration 
and Introduction Station in 
Glenn Dale. In September, 
1978, Prince George’s County 
issued a proclamation desig- 
nating the last week in each 
September as Glenn Dale 
Azalea Week. By coinci- 
dence, the first family moved 
into the new Government 
Housing Project known as 
Greenbelt in September, 1937.
